limitation on the proportion of circu- 
lation of any bank which may he Is- 
sued In notes of the denomination of 
$5, and tho repeal of the law which 
limits the amount of lawful money 
which may be deposited with the treas- 
urer of the United States by national 
banks reducing their circulation to $3,- 
000,000 during any calendar month.

FACTORY INSPECTORS

the employment of children under 10 
years of ago In the mines of Illinois. 
The law went Into effect on July 1 of 
this year, but proceedings In the courts 
have prevented Its being enforced up 
to the present time. On Monday, how- 
ever, the time- expires In which the 
miners could appeal from the decision 
of the appellate court of the third 
district declaring the Inw constitution- 
al.

the plan Is not without Its advantages, 
some of which I will 
briefly men- 


tion.

ficate will obtain throughout the coun- 
ty which may not always be true un- 
der tho present system. 
Second. A 


teahccr might go from one part of the 
county to another without being ob- 
liged to secure pay for a transfer of 
certificate.' Third. 
Ono mind would 


direct the affairs of the whole county 
thus securing 
illix-ctncss. 
efficiency 


and economy In many ways not pos- 
sible under the present system. Hut 
as to whether we have one superinten- 
dent or two I am not. so greatly con- 
cerned. 


The point that we as teachers, hav- 


ing at heart 
the Interests of 
the 


scnools of the county, should contend 
for and contend for urgently, persis- 
tently and with alt the arguments at 
our command Is that there must bo 
no reduction in tho total amount ex- 
pended for supervision. 


A brief review of the history of this 


olHce shows that 
for nearly 
forty 


years the salary 
has 
remained un- 


changed while during that time, the 
salaries of practically 
all the other 


county officers have been 
Increased, 


From year to year 
additional 
laws 


have been jmxBou Increasing the re- 
sponsibilities and duties of the conn- 
ly superintendent until now the work 
of (he ofllco Is probably more than 
double what It was twenty-five years 
ago. 


In spite of tills fact and 
(lie fact 


llint tlie legal requirements for this 
office are more'exacting than for any 
other county olllce the salary of tills 
olllce which was less than the aver 
age salary for other county olllr.es to 
begin with has remained without In- 
crease while others have been Increas- 
far beyond It. It would seem, there 
fore, that Instead of a reduction be 
Ing made In the amount expended for 
school supervision an Increase would 
be more logical and just. 


It may be asked perhaps, why wo 


should concern ourselves with the sal- 
ary of county superintendents. There 
are many reasoim. 


County 
superintendents are of ne 


cesslty of our -profession. 
Whatever 


elevates and strengthens the work of 
supervision has an elevating effect on 
the work of every teacher In the comi- 
ty. Whatever cheapens the olllce has 
tho opposite effect. 


The value of efficient and systemat- 


ic supervision 
Is recognized 
In all 


schools nut apparently 
least in the 


ones that need It most, the district 
schools. 
The 
independent districts 


of .lanesvllle and Belolt with an as- 
sessed valuation of thirteen million 
and about one hundred forty teachers 
pay nearly twice as much for super 
vision as the rest of the county with 
nn assessed valutlon of forty-one mil 
lions and two hundred thirty teach- 
era.. And now It Is . proposed to uttl: 
farther 
reduce . -the 
comparatively 


small amount 
expended 
for county 


supervision. 


Certainly 
the 
promoters 
of this 


movement 
could 
have 
taken little 


thought its .10 ho . needs of tho com- 
mon schools of 
tho 
county. Why 


should they not hnvo Just as much 
nmf just as good supervision an the 
city schools? 
AB I sold before, they 


need It more and the reason Is np< 
parent. 
The ax-erase term of service 


of teachers in district schools Is about 
three years. What becomes of them 
at the end of that time you know as 
well as I. hut whatever the reason the 
fact remains, 
that about 
one-third 


of the teachers In district schools are 
new to the work each j'cnr. If tiiey 
are to accomplish the most for them- 
selves and for their- pupils they must 
have careful and Intelligent stipcrvl 
slon. 


Now let us examine the proposed 


scheme and see If It will give to these 
schools and these 
teachers 
the In- 


creased supervision 
they 
need. An 


objection to the plan of consolidation 
arises right here. How often can one 
man visit two hundred 
twenty-seven 


schools scattered over a wide area 
even if he give nil 
his time 
to It, 


which of course, ho cannot?

out oil n basis of four schools a day 
and see If he can visit often enough 
to follow up effectively his criticism)) 
or suggestions to Individual 
teach- 
ers. 


The two able men who are now di- 


viding Ililn work between I hem cannot 
begin to accomplish what they would 
Itko to do in this way.

Do tin* school boards

cities argue that because of the com- 
parative ease with which supervision 
can be carried on they ought to get It 
lone cheaply? 
Not. a bit. of It. 
As 


we know they are willing to pay lib- 
eral salaries in order to secure the 
best talent obtainable for this pur- 
pose. 


Under (lie plan of 
consolidation It 


would seem that if one. man Is lo con- 
trol I lie educational affairs of so rlr.h 
and populous a county as oiir.s his r.al- 
ary might to rank wllli at least tin; 
average salary of principals of 
the 


various systems of city schools In the 
county and Hits If I am correct ly In- 
formed is about (l.llii) per year. 
Un- 


ler (lie proposed plan of consolida- 
tion however tho salary of the super- 
intendent, is fixed at $1,000. To make 
It. worse he Is to be allowed but SIEOO 
for a deputy. This deputy Is requir- 
ed by law to have at least a county 
lirst grade certllicate. 
Such a per- 


son moreover to bo of any real ser- 
vice imisl be a person 
of long and 


successful experience, capable of su- 
pervising and directing the 
work of 


ilbcrs, for as I- have before pointed 
>ut, for one superintendent atom; to 
effectively supervise all the schools 
of the county Is a physical impossi- 
bility. Such a deputy could not be 
ibtalnod for $::no nor for twice $1100 
l>er year. To secure a competent dep- 
uty therefore tin; superintendent must 
tlraw upon his already Insufficient sal- 
nry. Nor can he hope to make It up 
;>ut of tils postage stamp money for 
where *-ldO lias been tho regular al- 
lowance for postage, and stationary, 
;lc., but SiQO is allowed under the 
present plan notwithstanding the fact 
that the 
market 
price 
of 
postage' 


stamps remains firm and bargains la 
this commodity are hard to find. 
I 


Again, although the territory to be 


covered Is just, as large as ever tin 
amount for travelling expenses ha 
been reduced from $100 to $200 per 
annum. 


If one person Is to be at the head 


of all the educational 
affairs of the 


county lie should 
he a man of high 


scholarship, professional training, anil 
successful experience; In other words 
a capable man. 


The proposed salary is not such as 


to invite capable-men. It means those 
with the most meagre ntiallllcntlons 
who can barely qualify under the law 
will DC the aspirants 
for the olllce. 


That means poorer 
service 
to the 


county and less progress In education. 
In short-, the whole effect of the pro- 
posed plan, should It go Into 
effect, 


would lie to .cheapen and degrade the 
olllce of supervision of the common 
schools and with It the schools them 
selves to which a largo - number of 
us look for our employment. 


It ought not to be difficult to lend 


the taxpayers to see that from their 
point of view It Is poor economy to 
cheapen, and degrade 
the cause of 


education among the common 
peo- 


ple. 


If n taxpayer has children to edu- 


cate there is no part of tils tax that 
brings him more 
Immediate return 


than thIK school lax. 
A difference ol 


a few hundred dollars in the educa- 
tional budget of tho county will make 
but a few cents difference In his per- 
sonal taxes but It may mean all the 
difference 
between 
good and 
poor 


educational advantages for his chil 
dren In'whoso welfare ho should be 
Interested above all 
thing* else. It

placed second to none either In dig- 
nity or salary. 


Kducntlonal affairs In the county nn 


making gratifying progress under the. 
present 
administrations. 
Higher 


standards of scholarship both in tin 
work of the schools and In tho prep 
aratlon of tcnchcrn are being Inslsteil 
on and being realized. 
There Is a 


marked Improvement In the matter 
of buildings and equipment through- 
out.the county; sometimes [/"presume 
an Justice Marshall said of tho con 
stltution, wrung from the 
grinding 


necessities of a reluctant people, but 
nevertheless they are coming to pass. 


We hope, however, that the super- 


intendents have not hurt their chanc- 
es of re-election by this wringing pro 
cess. 


Last but not least I will mention a 


fact that augurs great things for the 
schools of our country and that is 
that teachers' wages are advancing. 
Many districts have already raised 
tho salaries for experienced teachers 
This is as It. should lie, for the labor- 
er In the field of plillnnthrophy, of 
religion, or of education Is ns worthy 
of his hire as the laborer In any oth 
er field. Teachers are cheerfully "meet 
Ing the advanced 
examination 
re- 


quirements for they realize that this 
means better service for their employ- 
ers and better salaries for themselves. 


With the present bright outlook for 


the future we should actively and ear- 
nestly oppose any movement looking 
toward retrenchment. 
The plan pro 


posed at the January session of the 
county board was a blow at. tho edu- 
cational work of our county as offl- 
clout work In this line as It. Is now 
receiving, 
if we cannot 
have 


better let ns have 
change for the 
none at all.

southern counties of the state In es- 
tablishing finch a school? 


Other laws upon which

law and the law authorizing school 
boards to close their schools and ar-

Where tried It 
has proved highly satisfactory.

Moreo'ver the enthusiasm and esprit 


de corps engendered by larger num- 
bers lends nn attraction and an In- 
terest to school life which coupled 
with better Instruction under more 
favorable conditions cannot, help but 
make for tho better mental training 
nf the pupils of n district, without 
that dreaded accompaniment of 
In- 


crease In taxes.

There are sonic twenty foreign 


students now In attendance at tho un- 
iversity, most of whom are Identified 
with the club, and thirteen foreign 
countries are represented In Its mem- 
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bership. 


The club 
was organized In 11)02, 


by Mr. Hovhnn Hagoplnn, a talented 
young Armenian, who was graduated 
from the University of Wisconsin last 
June and is at present studying law 
at Harvard. Great difficulty was en- 
countered In securing the aid and co- 
operation of the foreign students, as 
they did not fully understand and ap- 
preciate Its value, but by the end of 
the flrst Homester of 1902, tho pur- 
IK)se became more generally known 
and the International club was suc- 
cessfully established on a firm basis. 
Mr. Ilagoplan was ltn flrst president, 
and under his guidance the club pros- 
pcred; Its membership embraced al- 
most all the foreign students In the 
university, and Its meetings were well 
attended and decidedly interesting. 


The object of the club has been to 


overcome the difficulties that tho for- 
ulgn'students encounter in n strange 
country. 
When a foreign student en- 


tore the university, ho usually knows 
very few of his classmates, and often 
finds difficulty In making acquaintance 
on account of an Imperfect knowledge 
of the English language. 
Tho Inter- 


national club brings the foreign stu- 
dents together, and makes them ac- 
mutinied' with each other and with tho 
American students. Theso lalter may 
not, by the constitution, exceed thir- 
ty per cent of the total membership, 
In order that tho foreign students 
may always bo the preponderating el- 
ement. 


The club meets on the first two Sat- 


urdays of every month In- the music 
lecture room of Library hall.

New Industry 


"A now Industry has developed In 


Fort Collins, that of stock feeding on 
beet pulp and alfalfa. 
It Is an Indus- 


try which promises to place this sec- 
tion In tho lend in cattle feeding, 
as It Is now in lamb fattening. This 
fall the Industry Is an established 
fact. 
On the road to the sugar fac- 


tory one may see, on cither side, cor- 
ral after corral filled with thousands 
of cattle and sheep. 


Very Profitable 


"It has been demonstrated, not only 


as a result of the most careful exper- 
iments by experts but as a. result of 
actual experience on the part of feed- 
ers, that the feeding of sugar beet 
pulp for fattening purposes Is not only 
profitable but more so than tho feed- 
ing of grain. During the spring and 
summer several hundred head of cat- 
tle were fattened on tho pulp In tho 
corrals belonging to tho factory, and 
In every Instance the experiment was 
successful and profitable. 


Grow Heavier 


"Tho Increase In weight Is ns great 


as In grain fed animals and while tho 
shrinkage In dressing

SHIPS BUILT BY SAVAGES. 


South Sen Islanders Who Are Expert 


Workmen In Marine Ar- 


chitecture. 


In the Marshall group of Islands In 


the South seas Is a little ntol! of coral 
known as LIUieb atoll. It Is hundreds 
of miles away from any other Island and 
the natives go half naked like tho other 
dwellers of the South seas. Hut they 
have learned one great civilized art, 
Just the same, and that Is the art of 
building ships, says the Washington 
Post. 


About 40 years ago a Portuguese 


sailor was landed there from a whaling 
ship. When his vessel nailed away he 
remained behind, for the lazy charm of 
the Pacific Island life had tempted him 
and he hnd decided to leave the rest- 
lees sen and live the rest of his days 
on the warm, sleepy beaches, where no 
one worked. 


Soon he married tho daughter of a 


chief and became a trader. After many 
years nn American captnlfi visited the 
Islands during n trading voyage In the 
South sens and when his vessel short- 
ly afterward became unseaworthy he 
set to work on the beach to build a 
new one. 


The Portuguese whaler's two sons 


helped him and learned a great deal 
about tho operation. The Island had 
fine, hard wood on It, just the kind of 
Umber that shipbuilders value because 
It will not rot or waterlog readily. The 
captain at last succeeded In finishing a 
good 40-ton schooner and sailed away 
In her. 


Before long the two boys hnd begun to 


.teach the natives something of what 
they had picked up and soon, Instead of 
the primitive canoes and dugouts that 
tho Marshall Islanders have been using 
for centuries, the folk of the Llkleb 
atoll began to build canoes made of earn- 
fully fashioned lumber and pinned to- 
gether with rivets. 


Now there Is a real shipyard on this 


little speck lost In tho wldo Pacific. A 
high roof under tho palms on the beach 
greets tho mariner and when he lands 
ha sees vessels, modern tools lying 
around and everything looking Just as 
it does In a shipyard anywhere on the 
American coast, only Instead of work- 
men in overalls he sees dark natives 
with hardly any clothing. 


The wood from which the knees and 


timbers arc ctit comes from an Island 
on tbe western side of the lagoon. U 
Is called hauoe nnd Is extremely hand- 
some, looking much like black walnut. 
It has the valuable property of growing 
harder as It grows older and makes fine 
vessels. 


Tools—all of them of the bnstlilnd— 


wood for spars, etc., are shipped 
to 


Llkleb atoll now from New Zealand nnd 
the boats that arc turned out In the 
savage Island have bren compared with 
American and English built venrcls that 
have touched at the place and found 
to be excellent In every respect. 
. The favngc shipbuilders have a queer 
scale of prices. 
If a chief wants n 


schooner of. nay. 1- tons, built for him. 
they charge him $1,000 for It, but If a 
poorer person wants the same kind of a 
vessel they will charge many.hundreds 
dollars less. They do this quite openly 
and explain It by gnylng that the chief 
being rich can afford to pay more than a 
poor person for the same thing.

"Criminals scum to bo the strongest 


kind of fatalists," remarked Judge Neff, 
of IMttshurg. recently. Judge Neff is 
widely known as an authority on crim- 
inology, and his long experience a* 
prosecutor, judge and lawyer has given 
him unusual opportunity of studying 
scientifically tin; causes and character- 
istics of crime. 


"I hove noticed that when a criminal 


Is arrested after finishing one sentence, 
the second charge. Is generally the result 
of a crime almost exactly the same as 
the one which first got him Into trouble. 
It Beems like a strange kind of fatality. 
I've known Instance:) where one crim- 
inal has been arrested and punished live 
or six times on chorees exactly th'i 
same. 


"What makes them do It? I'mnotsuro 


I can explain It satisfactorily, but 
I 


know It to be tin- case. It has occurred 
to me, and possibly thin Is the simplest 
explanation, that the reason for a crim- 
inal -adhering strictly to one lino of 
work. Is the same ns the fascination 
which holds a gambler to a table al- 
though luck Is against him. 


"Knch failure or each loss shown tho 


victim a point which he has hitherto 
been Ignorant of, am! It Is easy to con- 
vince himself thi* next time he will 
pBcape that mistake. 


"And so It Roes. Ever the next time, 


just one more chance, and then another, 
ever confident 
that 
the luck must 


changn and that each turn of the wheel 
loaves him just 
that much better 


wiulpped and that much more likely to 
win, llnully. Then, then- Is the despera- 
tion, the unconscious and gritty deter- 
mination to make a miccceR of the thing. 


"If he fall, and Is arrftted, convicted 


and punished, the process of tho law 
simply goes to show him wherein his 
first Job was bungling and j:oorly car- 
ried out. The first feeling of resigna- 
tion that follows the lilt^crnctr's of pnu- 
Ishment Is when he t&lls himself that 
nest time he will not repeat the error 
which led to his detection on the present 
occasion. 
No sooner Is he out of tlio 


penitentiary than he cfeays again to try 
his luck, this time carefully avoiding 
the mistake which first brought him 
to grief. 


"It Is a well-known fact that no crim- 


inal, no matter how expert or how dar- 
ing, can cover up all his tracks. The 
very best of them will leave at least ono 
loophole, will commit, at least one er- 
ror which eventually fastens tho guilt 
on him. The poorer criminals leave 
clews according to their skill or ex- 
perience. So our Imaginary crook. th« 
second time he plans a Job, while h>> 
carefully avoids a repetition of his first 
error. Is almost sure fo make somooth«r 
one. And so on, each succeeding crime 
and detection pointing out to him the 
lines of his weakness, so that he in Ir- 
resistibly led onward to his destruc- 
tion1 '
